Far-Famed Scotland Yard. 

Scotland Yard is the name applied 
to the building in which the London 
police have their headquarters. The 
police headquarters building stood 
originally at the corner of Charing 
Cross, in London, and it was called 
Scotland Yard bevause a long time

its own, there used to be a palace at

the British had grown accustomed to:

The new headqvarters were called 
New Scotland Yard, while the Char- 
ing Cross building was still referred 
to as Old Scotland Yard.

Then cov- 
er it with a cupful of hot water and 
cook it very sluwly on the back of the 
stove below the bolling point until it fs 
done tender, turuing in a Little water 
nuw and then when it is needed to 
keep the meat frow actually sticking 
to the kettle and burning. The kettle 


should be kept covered tight to keep ip | 


the steam. The meat should not be 
cooked until it falls into pleces, but it 
should be just fender enough to hold its 
own when it is cut. The last of the 
roast will make a delicious ragout 
And a tasty bot supper dish may be 
made by cutting tbe meat into slices 
of wedium thickpess and frying them 
in butter, Such a roast is tit to set be 
fore a king, provided that particular 
king bas not wade up his mind never 
under any circumstances to eat beef of 
any kind that does not run red julces. 
Wueu the pot rogst is done take out 
the meat, turm jo a little bot water and 
ihickeu with a tablespoonful each of 
bulter and dour, seasoning with salt 
jand pepper und a iittle kitchen bouquet 
if it is wanted.

SEEK TO DESTROY 
HOME RULE BILL 


Cloud of Ingenuous Amendments 
Mainly Designed to Befog Real 
Issue—Weeding-out 
Process. 

London, May 26.—(Can. Press.)— 
There have already been handed to 
the clerk of the house of commons 
amendments to the home rule bill 
that fill 28 closely printed pages of the 
parliamentary orders of the day. 
Most of them are in the names of 
Conservatives members, and it would 
not take the passage of many of them 
to make the bill as useless as the paper 
itis printed on. The extreme radical 
members, on the other hand, aim at 
giving the Irish parliament more 
power and making it more democratic 
while some of their nonconformist 
colleagues would have clauses inserted 
to safeguard their fellow religionists 
of Ulster. 

With the exception of Lawrence 
Ginnell, a Nationalist with independ- 
ent leanings, the Lrish members have 
not yet tabled any amendments. Mr. 
Ginnell’s amendments would enlarge 
the powers of the Irish parliament, 
and, like those of the Radicals, make 
it more democratic. 

While months will be spent on the 
committee stage of the bill, few of the 
amendments will receive a hearing. 
The chairman of the committee has 
the power to choose the amendments 
that will be considered, his decision 
being made generally after consulting 
with the leaders of all parties.
